ward in convention. In either case these 
delegates elected by the several primary 
meetings should appoint their own ward 
member of the County Committee. The 
adoption of the precinct voting at primary 
meetings will necessifate the selecnon of 
judges to conduct these precinct elections, 
and the present number of judges at primary 
meetings will be increased from three for 
each ward to three for each precinct in 
the ward. Consequently the present pow- 
er of a commiltteeman to pack a ward 
primary will be increased to that ot packing 
all the precinct primaries. It might operate 
well for the voters of the ward to elect di- 
rectly a committeeman to serve after the 
convention then about to be held.

THE FIVE PER CENT BELL. 

The Senate decided, by a vote of 82 to 18, 
to make the Five Per Cent bil! the next order 
of business. There was no party or sectional 
significance in the vote. Some Senators who 
were in favor of taking up the bill may be 
against passing it, and vice versa. Very 
many are in a state of blissful ignorance as 
to the merits of the question, They are ex- 
cusable for not knowing more about it. The 
subject is one that Senators of the United 
States, much jess the average citizen, can 
searcely be expected to understand. Still, it 
has been before Congress for many years, 
and has passed the House. The Five 
Per Cent Ml is a claim on behalf of the 
States of Ohio, Dlingis, Missouri, Michigan, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, lowa, Nebraska, Kan- 
eas, Arkansas, Louisiana, Alabama, Missis- 
sippl, Florida, Oregon, Nevada, and Colorado 
against the United States. The enabling 
acts in accordance with which these States 
were admitted into the Union contained an 
implied contract between them and the Gen- 
eral Governmemt in regard to the public 
lands. The States agreed they would not tax 
the land for a certain period after sale, nor 
interfere with the primary disposal of it, nor 
tax for any purpose the public domain, nor 
tax non-resident proprietorsmore than resi- 
dents, nor, in the case of Iowa, tax (for three 
years) lands located under the bounty-war- 
rants for service in the war of 1812 Some 
of the States made these stipulations in part, 
and others agreed to nearly all of them. The 
General Government was the party of the 
second part. It agreed, in consideration of 
these concessions by the States, to re 
turn them severally 5 per cent in 
cash of the price of the lands sold 
within their borders. The 5 per cent 
payments were made by the United States to 
the States on all lands sold for cash in open 
market, but they have never been made on 
lands located by military warrants for serv- 
ice in any of the wars of the Republic, or on 
lands taken up under the Homestead and 
Preémption laws, or on raiiroad land grants. 
The Five Per Cent bill proposes to pay the 
States only for the land taken up by the mil- 
itary warrants. It is admitted that the 
homestead and preémpuon lands and the rail- 
read land-grants have been of greater ben- 
efit to the States respectively than to the 
General Government. The States, therefore, 
agree to waive all claims to 5 percent on 
them, provided the Government shall pay the 
percentage on lands located under military 
bounty land-warrants, The Senators who 
have exhibited such deep interest in the 
measure have overestimated the benefit it 
will bring their States. Many of them believe 
there is a big bonanza In it, but they are mis- 
taken. Inquiry at the General Land-Office 
shows that the following statement has been 
made up for the intormation of the Senate, 
and will be delivered Monday: Acres disposed 
of under locations by military bounty land- 
warrants, 62,359,308; value of lands so dis- 
posed of, $77,924,166; 5 per cent claimed 
thereon, $3,806,208. This is net a magunifi- 


| cent sum for eighteen States to scramble for. 


If they were to share and share alike, the 
portion of each would be about $216,000, The 
Land-Office has no trustworthy figures as to 
the location of military warrants by the 
States. The data would have to be made up 
by long and laborious calculation, requiring 
an extra force of clerks, if this bill should 
pass. But it is known that the States west 
of the Mississippi— Minnesota, lowa, Nebras- 
ka, Kansas, and Arkansas—would have the 
lion’s share of the appropriation. Some of 
the States included in the list would havea 
shareso small as to be hardly worth the strug- 
gie the Senators are making for it in Con- 
gress. The zegi of the Kansas Senators for 
the bill is easily understood, but some of the 
other States which have taken deep interest 
in the matterand are much concerned lest 
justice may not be done will be disappointed 
by the result.

SALOONKEEPERS AND MINORS, 

The Citizens’ League is evidently making it 
uncomfortable for the iower class of liquor- 
sellers by its prosecutions under the ordi- 
nance forbidding the sale of liquor to boys. 
The Justices seem disposed to give the 
league all the aid they can in these prosecu- 
tions, and committals and fines are promptly 
made, The enforcement of this law is one 
of the most effective auxiliaries to the pre- 
vention of drunkenness, disorder, and 
depravity. More young thieves and prosti- 
tutes are turned out dy the low saloons 
where minors are permitted to assemble 
around beer-tables, card-tables, and pool- 
tables than by all the other vicious influences 
of city life. Every saloonkeeper who sells 
liquor to boys and encourages their presence 
in the demoralizing influénce of his sur. 
roundings is an accessory to crime, and the 
praciice ought to warrant the revocation of 
his license, All reputable saloonkeepers 
should assist in the enforcement of the law, 
for if such resorts for the youth of the com- 
munity could be closed out the number of 
saloons could be diminished,-and saloon- 
keepers as a class would be treated with 
greater tolerance, 

The Saloonkeepers’ Association pretends to 
favor the prohibition of the sale of liquors 
to minors, and at a recent meeting adopted a 
resolution providing for the expulsion of 
every member of the association who shall 
knowingly sell liquor to minors or permit 
them to play pool or dice in his place. At 
that same meeting, however, an ordinance 
was drafted to be urged upon the Council 
which would probably have the effect to 
cripple the efforts to stop the infamous prac- 
tice. The proposed ordinance is as follows: 

IL. Any person being a minor and in the habit 
of gett intoxicated, or who shall be intoxi- 
cated, and who sbail purchase or in any man- 
ner obtain for his or her persona) use any intoxi- 
cating liquor in any licensed saloon or grocery, 
shall, upon eonvicuon, be fined in a sum not ex- 
ceed for first offeuse, and in a sum 
not teés than $25 nor more than $100 for any fol- 
lowing offense. 

2. Any person being a minor who shall play 
with dice, dominoes, cards, balls. or other articles 
used ln gaming in any saloon, grocery, place 
where intoxicat liquors are sold shall, a 
conviction, be subjected to a fine of not less 
than $10 nor more than 6100 for each offense, 

i person being a minor who shall obtain 

proprietor of any saloon or grocery, 

rom bis or her agent or servant, any intoxi- 

cating liquors for his or ber personal use, under 

the false pretense of being of ago, shail, upon 

conviction, be timed for each olfense in a sum 
not less than 850. 

It is very clear that if such an ordinance 
as this were adapted it would be extremely 
diffieult to obtain the evidence from boys 
against salooukeepers, as such evidence 
would subject the witnesses to prosecution 
and severe fine. It might be that under such 
an ordinance parents would make a special 
effort to prevent their boys from visiting 
saloons, but it must be assumed that parents 
do what they can to that end now. But 
when the vigilance of parents is eluded, and 
their boys or girls procure liquor in saloons, 
the prospect of a heavy fine would induce 
the former to evade prosecution, and thus 
the offending saloonkeepers would find allies 


in the very persons who would otherwise 


‘such eases, but the keepers of the low dives 
enter into the business of debauching youth 
with their eyes open and simply to gratify 
‘their own greed. This traffic can be sup- 
pressed by vigorous prosecution under the 
present law, and the ordinance proposed by 
the Saloonkeepers’ Association would only 
embarrass the good work. 
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A PERPLEXING QUESTION OF GUILT 
Patsey Devine, who was executed at Clin- 
ton, III., on Friday for the murder of Aaron 
Goodfellow in Bloomington nearly three 
years ago, protested in the most emphatic 
manner on the scaffold that he was innocent 
of the crime for which he was condemned to 
die. Devine professed to have made bis 
peace with God. He was attended by two 
priests of his church, and his religion taught 
him that full confession (to the priest) and 
absolution for his sins were essential to his 
salvation in the next world. If he was a be- 
liever in his religion he must have felt that it 
was extremely hazardous to die with a lie on 
his lips. Nevertheless, he declared that he 
was prepared for death in the very same 
breath in which he proclaimed his innocence 
of the murder for which he was hanged. 
Such a case is certainly very perplexing, and, 
judging from the ordinary sense of responsi- 
bility, one would be inclined to say that an 
innocent man’s life bad been taken under 
color of the law. There are considerations, 
however, which go far toward removing this 
uncomfortable reflection. 

Aaron Goodfellow was murdered by two 
professional footpads who attacked him on 
the street for the purpose of robbing him. 
The old man resisted and was shot, The 
tramps then escaped. Devine and his partner 
Wiliams, who had been associated in a long 
career of crime, had come to Bloomington 
the day before the murder from Chicago, and 
had boasted in a house of ill-repute that they 
proposed to raise a stake, and would do 
something that would startle the community. 
They were not to pe found after the murder, 
and Devine was apprehended several months 
later in an obscure neighborhood in New 
York State, having avoided in the meantime 
his usual haunts. The evidence against him 
was strong aud conyincing, though of a cir- 
cumstantial character; he had the benefit of 
two trials, the latter of which was secured 
through a mere law quibble, and was con- 
victed on both occasions; sufficient time had 
elapsed (nearly three years) to allay any 
popular excitement which might have hur- 
ried an innocent man to the scaffold, and the 
people of the whole county were thoroughly 
convinced that he was guilty. 

How, then, is to be explained that he, pre- 
tending to be a repentant man, reconciled to 
his church and hopeful of forgiveness in the 
future life, would lie with his last breath! 
There are several circumstances which make 
this seeming contradiction comprehensible. 

It is possible that Devine, with ignorant 
easuistry, believed himself to be innocent. 
It is possible that he did not fire the shot 
which killed Aaron Goodfellow, though he 
was with Williams, who did. In that case 
Devine might go down to the grave knowing 
that he himself did not kill Goodfellow, and 
believing that he was innocent of the crime 
of murder. Under the law, of course, he was 
no less guilty than Williams, if thig theory 
be correct. Both men stopped and 
seized Goodfellow to rob him, and 
if one of them killed the old man 
when he resisted both were equally guilty 
of the greater crime whith grew out of the 
attempt at highway robbery. It is easy to un- 
derstand that Devine could never be per- 
suaded of this. It is also easy to understand 
why he did not confess the circumstances of 
the killing. He hoped to the very moment 
of adjusting the noose about his neck that 
he would be reprieved, but knew that a re- 
lation of the circumstances of Goodfellow’s 
murder would involve him equally with 
Williams in the crime against the law. It 
was his policy up to the very approach of his 
execution to deny all knowledge of the act, 
but during the last two or three days, he pro- 
fessed a desire to trace W illiama, and based his 
application for a reprieve upon his ability to 
find him and thereby establish his own inno 
cence. Itcertafnly looks as though Devine 
regarded himself innocent simply because he 
did not actually fire the shot which killed 
Goodfellow; and thus justified his denial of 
his guilt up to ‘the very last moment. It is 
also of importance to the proper understand- 
ing of this and similar cases that men inured 
to & lite of erime accustom themselves to a 
denial of guilt to the very last as the solitary 
reliance of escape, anditis not certain that 
when the conyicted men are Catholics the 
priests demand a. public confession as a con- 
dition of absolution. Taking all these con- 
ditions together, it may be readily believed 
that Patsey Devine was properly executed 
under the law, and yet believed himselt to be 
innocent of the crime of murder, and was 
convinced that he wag not risking perdition 
by refusing to tell the story of the crime,

EXTENDING NATIONAL-BANK CHARTERS 

The bill to enable National-banking asso- 
clations to continue their corporate existence 
was taken up in the House of Representa- 


tives yesterday. It is a continuing order, 


and will hold its place until disposed of. 
The debate on it will extend over several 
days. The subject is peculiarly attractive to 
the Greenbacker Senators and the Jacksonian 
opponents of National banks. The literature 
of the subject is voluminous, and it is easy 
for an ordinary man to speak at indefinit 
length about it. The number of members 
who have put their names down for speeches 
is very large. The bill betore the House is 
simple enough. It does not necessarily pre- 
sent the question whether the National banks 
are useful institutions. It is based on the 
idea that, whether the banking system is 
sound or not, its existence ought not to be 
abruptly terminated. The charters of 30 
banks expire during the next twelve months. 
Upon a single day—Feb. , 1883—the char- 
ters of 207 banks will expire. The 3% 
banks whose charters expire during the 
year have a capital of $90,000,000 and a 
note circulation of $68,000,000, If they should 
be forced to go into liquidation they would 
be compelled to deposit lawful money to re- 
deem their notes, and would withdraw from 
the Treasury $75,000,000 of bonds now held 
there as security for their circulation, The 
banks whose charters expire Feb. 25, 1883, 
have alone $54,000,000 of circulation, which, 
under existing laws, they might withdraw by 
the deposit of the same amount of green- 
backs in a single day. Sogreat and sudden 
a contraction would be dangerous, and might 
be disastrous. The framers of the bill, and 
all sensible business-men, justly hold that 
the Government ought not to require com- 
pulsory liquidation on these terms. A pro- 
vision for continuing the banks without 
causing a shoek to the money market or re- 
quiring a distribution of ‘surplus and undi- 
vided earnifgs has seemed to thoughtful 
members of both parties a wise and proper 
measure. Especially is this true since the 
tax on capital is about to be abolished, and 
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of the wear and tear and natural loss 
elreulation. This 
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holders are amply protected. Two-thirds of 
the stockholders must apply for the new 
charter, and if the minority do not coneur 
they may sell out to the majority dither by 
voluntary agreement or enter an appraisal 
with right of appeal to the Controller of the 
Currency. This provision is very skillfully 
drawn. It protects all the stockholders, both 
from the oppression of a majority and the 
factious opposition of a minority. A third 


valuable feature is the giving of discretion 


to the Controller of the Currency to 
cause a special examination of the affairs 
of a bank te be. made at its expense 
before granting it a certificate of con- 
tinuance, If such an examination were 
made compulsory, no harm would be done; 
but the Controller has the |! discretion 
repdsed in him, aud it is for him to say 
whether he will exercise it. Some of the 
amendments of which notice has been given 
will be adopted. They are thus indicated in 
the resolution for the consideration of the bill 
adopted in the House by agreement of both 
sides: “ Said bill to be considered by the 
House asin Committee of the Whole, shall 
be open to amendment including committee 
amendments and an amendment restricting 
the deposit of lawful money and withdrawal 
of bonds at pleasure; also amendment in 
reference to jurisdicuon of State courts 
where a bank is situated in the trial of suits 
with citizens of that locality; also in refer- 
ence to loans upon real-estate security, and 
such other amendments and restrictions as 
may be germane to the bill or entire substi- 
tutes therefor.“ The Democrats will insist up- 
on and the Republicans accept an amendment 
prohibiting the banks from withdrawing 
their circulation without a natice’of sixty or 
ninety days. The conspiracy which resulted 
in a sudden contraction of the currency 
when the 4 per ceut bill was passed is a suf- 
ficient notice that the banks have too much 
power in this respect. Randall will urge 
strongly an amendment requiring National 
banks to sue and be sued by citizens of the 
States in which they are situated only in the 
State courts. Many members of both parties 
deem ita hardship to compel suitors or de- 
fendants in bank cases to travel 200 or 300 
miles to get justice in a Federal court. The 
amendment prohibiting banks from advan- 
cing money on real estate security will proba- 
bly not have much support among the coun- 
try members, Their constituents are too 
much indebted to the banks for loans et this 
description. The bili as amended will pass 
by a large majority. 


WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE BOYS! 

The question of providing manual labor for 
boys has been pretty thoroughly discussed 
in Tax Trisvuye in its various bearings, and 
it must be confessed that the results are not 
very encouraging. It is apparent from the 
mass of evidence that has been presented that 
the apprentice law of Illinois is at fault, and 
that employers, trades-unions, and parents 
are still more at fault, in which condition 
of things it is little wonder that the streets 
of our city and those of other cities are 
filled with idle and mischievous boys, and 
in too many instances worthless young 
vagrants and criminals, classed under the 
general term of “hoodlums.’’ The boys 
have no advocates, and if they wanted to 
work have no chance. 

Nothing can be done in the large cities un- 
der the apprentice law of the State, for, as 
Tue TrieuNe has already shown, it is obso- 
lete, and even if it were in full operation it 
would not be applicable to the mechanical 
trades, for it contains no provision for in- 
denturing minors above 16 years of age. The 
regulations of trades-unions and employers 
are also fatal to any such law, In numerous 
trades there is no such thing as apprentices 
known, and in trades where they are known 
only a limited number are taken. In reality, 
there is no such thing as an apprentice sys- 
tem in Chieago. A few tradesallow one or 
two to a shop, Dut that is all, so that under 
the apprentice law there is no help for the 
boys. Employers don’t want boys, because 
as soon as they have learned a little off they 
go. They want places where they can get 
money right away. They want to work as 
little as possible for as much money as possi- 
ble. They don’t want to put on overalis or 
soll their fingers, They won't take ad vice or 
endure reproof, They will not bind 
themselves for any length of time 
where money is not to be made 
right away. After working a little, off they 
go to work as telegraph-messengers, errand- 
boys, cash-boys, clerking, carrying parceis, 
selling newspapers, or blacking boots—some- 
times rise to the dignity of a clerkship at 
a few dollars a week or stand behind a 
counter weighing sugar or measuring tape. 
More of them, however, drift into the habits 
of street-gamins, and from that on to worse, 
spending what they make on cards, theatres, 
tobacco, and drink. Manufacturing em- 
ployers don’t want them round unless they 
are going to bind themselves to stay and be- 
come good workmen. There is no help for 
them, therefore, in this direction. 

The trades-unions which allow boys to 
work at ail will only have so many, and the 
number is very limited and confined to a 
very few trades. So long as they can recruit 
from alien workingmen they do not propose 
to give boys a chance in their ranks. The 
members allege that they do not keep them 
out; but that is not to the point. They do not 
make them come in and keep them in. 

It has been urged that the evil may be 
remedied by a progressive scale of wages, 
the boy starting, for instance, at two or three 
dollars per week and having his wages in- 
creased from time to time, the employer re 
serving a portion of it to be given to him 
when he has learned his trade, but to be for- 
feited if he leaves it before the specified 
time. This might be of some avail if it were 
reinforced with the help of parents, em- 
ployers, and the unions, but without them it 
could be of no practical benefit in selving 
the question. The unions continually assert 
that they do not keep boys out, but the real 
trouble is that they do not force them in, 
There are in this city a hundred unions or 
more, whieh are controlled by married men 
and mostly foreigners. But whether for- 
elan or native the principle is all the 
same, Why do théy not compel their 
sons to learg trades? Why do they 
not force them to go into the unions? . 
It is admitted even by the Staats-Zeitung 
itself\in its discussion of this question that 
the majority of the mechanies in this country 
are foreigners. It is these foreign mechanics, 
therefore, that are keeping their sons 
out of mechanical work, and it is due to 
them in large part, therefore, that our streets 
are filled with so many boys growing up in 
idieness, living by their wits, and on the road 
to hoodlumism. The fault is with these 
unions and with parents as well. American- 
born children, whetuer ot American dr for- 
eign pafents, except that vicious class which 
is bound to go to the bad anyway, are deter- 
mined to make easy and with as little 
work as — 18 there are too many 
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and the 
called for bet 
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follow, but what condition would dgricult- 


ural industry be in if it were exposed to the 
rules that govern industries? A great 
duty rests, therefore, upon parents and 
trades-unions to set boys at work and to 
compel them to work. Unless there is some 
authority in the premises, boys can hardly 
be blamed for shunning all mechan- 
ical pursuits, or even for following a life of 
street-idleness, the worst use to which a boy 
can be put. There is no surer road to ruin 
than running wild in the streets, If a me- 
chanic has not respect enough for the trade 
in which he is engaged to place his son in it 
and compel him to go to work, his son will 
soon lose all respéct for him. It may happen 
that now and then a boy learns to make 
money easy and rises in the world with little 
work, but it is not the rule, as is shown by 
the droves ot idle boys and the gangs of 
hoodlums constantly recruited trom the idle 
ranks. There is room enough for the Ameri- 
can boy in the trades if the trades were dis- 
poged to give him a chance instead of always 
shoving him one side to make room for 
tresh hordes of allen workmen. 
—_e_—---- a 
Smax May 1 there has been a decline in 
the class of cattle taken by Chicago butchers 
of Mel cent per pound. The shrinkage in 
the market value of sheep has been even 
more pronounced, amounting to 1½ cents 
per pound. The decline in the former is at- 
tributable to the increased supplies of com- 
mon cattle (Texas grass cattle are now com- 
ing forward at the rate of from 500 to 1,000 
head per day), and to the lessened consump- 
tion resulting from the extravagant prices 
charged by retailers. Sheep have declined 
in the face of a greatly diminished supply, 
simply because the price of mutton is so 
high that comparatively few can afford to 
eat it. Chicago butchers’ cattle cost at the 
Stock-Yards barely }¢ cent above the prices 
of one year ago, and sheep are no higher 
than then; still the retail butchers continue 
to exact an advance in mutton of 2@8 cents 
and in beef of 3@6 cents per pound.

Why She Was Taken Back to St. Jo- 
seph’s Orphan Asylum—Dirs. Manning’s 
Story. 

It was stated in yesterday's TrRiscune that an 
adopted daughter of Mrs. H. Manoing, who re- 
sided at No. 588 Carroll avenue, bad been kid- 
naped by unknown parties. A reporter called 
on Mre. Manning yesterday afternoon and asked 
for her story of the case. She said that ehe had 
been msirepresented in the papers, they having 
stated that the neighbors sai she had maltreat- 
ed the child and compelled her to carry heavy 
baskets of coal to the house from a reighboring 
coal- yard.

The child had not been adopted, but was merely 
aservant. In accordance with her promises to 
the sisters, she sent her to church whenever she 
could be spared. Since she had resided on Ful- 
ton street the girl had carried coal to the house, 
but in a small ket, notin heavy loads. The 
neighbors, notabiy one family residing on 
Paulina street, had interfered with the child 
many times, and had tried to induce her to run 
away, but she refused to do this,saying that Mrs. 
Manaing gave ber all she wanted. She often 
brought home reports of what the neighbors 
told her. 

About 4 o’clock Thursday afternoon there was

The gentleman must call upon the lady whom 
he has attended or upon the occasion 
within three days. If at all possible he should 
inquire to see ber; but if his time is so limited 
that be cannot he will leave his card turned, at 
the same time inquiring aiter her health. The 
bachelor host must pay his respects and return 
thanks to both mother and daugbter within a 
week, No matter how irksome the undertaking 
may be, otiquet demands that he shall express 
his pleasure in person for the bonor he has re- 

ceived’from his lady guests. The young ladies 
who participated in the entertainment must, in 
turu, pay their respects to the married lady who 
80 politely and kindly acted as hostess on that 
occasion. 

For bachelors of more limited means, the less 
formal, elaborate, and stately entertainment— 
the theatre party—is quite as enjoyable.

Great de- 
corum is observed on the part of the guests, 
and the lady guests should remember that tney 
are expected to be as attentive to the bos 
and as rigorously regardful of ber wishes asi 
attending a ceremonious dinner at ber own 
home. Upon the host of the evening also de- 
voive the same duties and strict formalities as 
if de were a Benedict dispensing hospitalities at 
his own tabie.

The 
list of securities that will be called embraces all 
the United states bonds, Chicago and Cook 
County securities, city raliroad bonds, and such 
local stocks as Puliman Palace-Car Company, 
Calumet & Chicago Canal & Dock Company com- 
mon, Calumet & Chicago Canal & Dock Company 
preferred, North Chicano Rolling- Mili Company, 
Union Iron & Steel Company, North Chicago 
City Railway, West Division City Railway, Chi- 
cago City Railway, Chicago Gaslight & Coke 
Company, Chamber of Commerce, and Traders’ 
Ingurnnce Company. Of the railroad stocks 
that are to be listed, the necessary arrangements 
have been perfected for the following: Obicago, 
Burlington & Quincy, Chicago & Aiton, New 
York, Chicago & St. Louis, Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul & Omaha, Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé, 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacino, Eastern Tenues- 
see, Virginia & Georgia, Northern Pacific, Jack- 
sonville & Southeastern. Other railroad stocks 
will be listed as rapidly as the certilicate- books 
cau be prepared and register and transfer oilices 
opened. This is a work that cannot be done 
in a day, Boards of Directors have to be con- 
. vened, and after they have authorized the open- 
ing of transfer offices bere certificates bave to 
be engraved bearing the date of the Chicago of- 
fice. All this requires time. The exchange 
huve listed a good many of the bond issues of 
the Northwestern and St. Paul Roads, as well as 
the Wavash 58. the Burlington & Quiucy 4s and 5e, 
the New York,Chicago & St. Louis ds. the Northeru 
Pacitic lana-grant 68. Sonora 7s, and the Cbi- 
cago & Alton 6s. In the miscellaneous bouds are 
the Mutual Union Telegraph Company 6s, Ten- 
nessee State 66, Minnesota State 48, and 
the Missouri State 4. Ooe of the 
noticeable and dest features of this 
list ig the absence of the wildcat mining 
stocks, in which the publie have the last few 
years been so badly swindled. The managers of 
the Chicago Stock Exchange have resolved upon 


an even more rigid scrutiny of mining stocks 


than bas been observed by’ the New York Stock 
Exchange. If any gold and siiver mining stocks 
are admitted, it will be only such as are unques- 
tionably legitimate and standard properties. 
The fron stocks of Michigan and Wisconsin 
stand on a different basis from the kiteflying 
goid and silver mining stocks, and some of the 
best of them will be put on the list. 

The managers of the new exchange have 
show great judgment and energy in the con- 
ception ahd execution of their plans. They have 
stirred up no boom, and the speculation in mem- 
berships was the work entirely of outsiders, and 
was not in any Way fostered by the members or 
officers of the éxchange. There have been sev- 
eral attempts to establish a Stock Exchange in 
Chicago in the past, but none of them bave had 
the backing in money and intiuence that is be- 
hind the upw exchange. The theory of its pro- 
motertz is that the day has come when the wealth 
and business of Chicago and the West wil 
support a Stock Exchange, and they propose, 
89 to say. to let it establish itself. on its merits 
and the needs of the locality, without any hot- 
house forctng. The managers avowedly intend 
to gu dlowly, confident that success will come 4s 
a natural growth out of the development of the 
West. Everywhere the new exchange has been 
cordially welcomed. The last issue of the New 
York Financial and Commercial Chronicle prints 
a four-page supplement giving a full list of the 
members with a summary of the regulations. It 
prefades the list with these editorial remarks: 

A new era instock operations is marked by 
the opening of a Stock Exchange iv the North- 
west. Hitherto the speculative trausations of 
that great district of United Statea, which is 
tributary to Chicago as its financial centre, bave 
been chiefly jimited to dealtags in grain and pro- 
visions. but with the opeum of a Stock Ex- 
change in Chicago, under strong and vigorous 
management, an opportugity will be atforded 
for the buying and seiling of railroad stocks in 
that ¢ity, which is preéminentiy the railroad 
centre of the country. 

only unfriendly word has been uttered by 
the Ney York Journal of Commerce. It advises 
Chicago to “stick to her breadstuffs and pro- 
visions and leave stock speculations to the 
adept of the metropolis.” The Journa/ of Com- 
merce is evidently not a good representative in 
this matter of its own constituency, for nearly 
one-half of the members of the Chicago Stock 
Exchange are New York bankers and brokers, 
and most of them are members of the New 
York Stock Exchange. These are the shrewdest 
and qtickest business men in the country, and 
they would not have joined the Chicago Stock 
Exchange if they had not believed in its sue- 


cess. 

Stocks opened at a slight concession from the 
closing prices of the day before. There was 
notbing wat could be called weakness, and in 


the latter part of the day prices grew firmer’ 


along the whole line. Gold shipments were 
light, the bank statement was fair, Wall street 
interpreted the crup news as favorabie. An 
upward wovement of prices began, which the 
bulls predicted would spread into a genuine ad- 
vance by the middie of next week.

Let 
us see if it does. Letusseeif it does. The dis- 
crepancy of 850,000 bu in three weeks is ex- 
plained by the fact that tho cars are estimated 
at 400 bu wulle they contain 600 to 700. If tire 
time be extended from three weeks to four 
months, say from Jan. lto Saturday night last, 
the discrepancy would amount to at least 10,000,- 
000 bu. Now, the fact is that the actuai dis- 
crepancy is the other way, The Registrar's 
statement of stock Jan. 1, 1882, is 5,256,509 bu.

THE CRIMINAL COURT. 


Escape of an Election Judge. 

The Fourteenth Ward fraudulent election 
cases came up before Judge Rogers in the fore- 
noop upon a motion to quash the indictments 
against James Ryau and against Michael Walsh 
and John Gibbs. The two.indictments against 
Ryan were quashed as asked for. He was 
charged with having refused as a judge of elec- 
tion to receive ballots which were offered to him 
by good and lawful citizens. The Court held 
that, as there were three judges at enoh 
poll, one judge had no right to pre- 
vent any one from casting his ballot; it 
required a majority of the judges to do that. If 
any wisdemeanor occurred at the poll at least two 
of the judges should have beea jointly indicted. 
The cause of Waish and Gibbs, who were jointiy 
indicted, was somewhat different, as the misde- 
meanor alleged was said to have been commit- 
ted after the closing of the polis, when any one 
of the judges might bave taken away from or 
added to the number of ballots in the box, or ia 
some other way falsified the election, bad be 
been so disposed. The motion in the case was 
therefore overruled.

The Midwife Discharged. 

Mrs. Augusta Hintz. who was recently held 
over to await the action of the grand jury upon 
a charge ot having procured au abortion upon 
Bortelia Olson, a young woman who died at No. 
198 Fifth avenue, came betore Judge Rogers on 
A writ of habeas corpus, and was discharged. 
The evidence was very conflicting, four weil- 
known doctors who conducted the autopsy prior 
to the Coroner's inquest sweuring positively that 
the woman died wef metro-peritenitia, the 
result of a mecbanical attempt to pro- 
core an abortion, and tive other equally reliable 
doctors who made a second autopsy at Grace- 
land Cemetery swearing that the woman could 
not possibly bave been pregnant. The first 
autopsy was not nearly so elaborate as the 
secoud one, and those who conducted the latter 
found the bladder and kidneys badly congested 
and filied with pus, which they heid was suffi- 
cient to cause peritonitis. Dr. A. Reeves Jack- 
son, in answer to a comprehensive question put 
by the Court, gave as bis opinion that the 4 — 
was not pregnant, but that an attempt had 
made to abort. 

In passing u the case Judge Roberts ad- 
he to this view of the case, and holding that 
a mere attempt at abortion, where there was no 
impregnation, did not come under the statute, 
dischu Mrs. Hinz. The court-room was 
crowded during the somewhat lengthy proceed- 
ings, and at the conclusion there was loud ap- 
— from the friends and acquaintances of 

rs. Hintz, a number of whom were women.

Tne Church South is the first to take official ac- 
tion in this movement, andit goes into it heart 
and soul. Not only will it send delegates to the 
Centennial Conference, but it is making plans 
to raise $2,000,000 that year in centennial con- 
tribu s from its peopie, the money to be de- 
voted mainly to the grand cnuse of chureh-ex- 
tension.

CHRISTIANITY AS A DELUSION. 

Last Sunday was an evevtfuil one in the Brook- 
lyn Tabernacie. Dr. Talmage gave the right 
hand of fellowship to 164 new members and bap- 
tized sixty-four candidates. The present mein- 
bership of the Tabernacle is 2,751.

cronesia, and Malayan Polynesia; has had the 
impertinence to lay siege to the indian Archi- 
pelago, and Borneo, Sumatra, Celebes, and Java 
have felt its power. Even in the Fiji Islands, 
out of a population of 120,000 102,000 have be- 
come the victims of Christianity, and unless we 
can in some way stop it son it will swallow the 
giobe. Supposing for a few moments that 
Christianity, according to its antagonists, is the 
tremendous swindie of the ages, I proposd to 
show you what this delusion has accomplished.

lack’s old theatre, and The Professor,” adver- 
tised like a oli cus. took possession of Haverty's; 
Joe Emmet danced and sang down at Nibio’s 
Garden, and Herrmann wietded his magic wand 
over at che Thalia; Campantul gave a good-by 
concert for the benefit of the italian schools.

PRISONERS’ AID. 


How to Baise the Funds. 

The Board of Directors of the Prisoners’ Aid 
Association met yesterday afternoon in Judge 
Jameson's court-room, Judge Jameson presid- 
ing. He stated that the object of the meeting 
wasto make more specific arrangements for 
helping prisoners by raising funds for the pur- 
poses of pushing the objects of the association. 
Up to the present time there had been no lack of 
funds, but the association bad taken quarters, 
and would probably need more money, as there 
would be an increased demand for assistance. 
Mr. Arthur Ryerson, for the Committee on Fi- 
nance, stated that, as the Hev. Frederick Court- 
ney had left the city, he had tendered his resig- 
nation as Vice-President. The resignation was 
accepted, and the Rt.-Rev. Bishop McLaren 
elected to fill his place. 

The report showed that only $650 had been 
subscribed up to May 4, and this only from 
twenty-nine persons. The committee thinks 
there has been fault in the system of collection, 
and suggests that every member of the society 
be commissioned to solicit money. report 
also suggested that a general meeting of the so- 
eiety be called at au early date, and that at that 
—— collectors should be appointed and com- 

oned to solicit subscriptions amoag the dif- 
fe ut professions and business-men. 

A number of gentiemen were suggested to 
solicit subscriptions, and, as most of them were 
not mt, they will be urged to accept by 
members of the association.

The opera is in three acts. and the story, 
briefiy told, is of a prince of Delhi and heir to 
the throne, who falis in love with a pretty snake 
charmer, the niece of a wandering showman. 
Much to the disgust of the court, and especially 
of his own cousin who is desperately enamored 
of him, albeit a bit of a shrew, the Prince an- 
nounces his intention to marry the enchantrees 
of the street. A necklace has been bequeathed 
to the Prince by his father, the peculiarity of 
which is that it remains white until he has com- 
mitted an indiscretion by falling in love before he 
has attained the ageof 21. The snake-charmer, 
on her part, is persecuted by the attentions of a 
Chinese juggier belonging to her uncle's troupe.

The Wheat Clique Giving Up the Deal 
~The Winter Wheat Too Much for 
Them. 

The wheat problem was given a new solution 
yesterday. A prominent member of une board 
said? * The opinion is current today that the al- 
leged wheat clique have decided to give up their 
deal and get out of the market. The offerings 
today were heavy, and came from leading houses. 
The selling orders came in a continuous stream, 
and when scalpers, who had tailed on, saw the 
strength of the current, they poured out their 
offerings. The consequence was a break of one 
and a half cents in the price, and a weak, shaky 
feeling.”’ 

“ What is the reason for this change of pian?” 

It isithis: The new rule to make No. 2 winter 
or spring wheat deliverable on cortracts for No. 


2 wheat comes before the board for a ballot 
next week. This rule is almost sure to pass, 
and the clique know it. They worked day and 
night to defeat the proposition voted on last 

week, but they feel quite satisfied that no 
amount of exertion and political wire-pull 
can prevent this one from becoming a rule o 
the Board of Trade. After its passage, large ar- 
rivals of winter wheat may be expected here 
from the South and Soutbwest, and the risk of 
running a corner would be so great that 
few would undertake it. The older 
heads on the board think now that the 
members. of the combination having taken this 
view of the matter, they have wisely decided to 
throw up the scheme before they get into it so 
far they can’t get out. Idon’t know what the 
wheat they are believed to be selling cost them, 
but they can’t be making a bonanza dividend 
just now. I would not be surprised if some of 
them bad to stand assessments, such as are often 
levied in San Francisco mining stocks.” 

“ When will this rule take effect?” 

“On the Ist of June. It will not apply to con- 
tracts existing before that date. On this ac- 
count one might think at first that if a syndi- 
cate already have a bie line of No.2 spring 
wheat bought for June or July delivery they 
could to a su ul issue 
in passage of the rule. 
This they might do, but they would have the 
heavy receipts of winter wheat to contend with 
which would naturally depress all kinds o 
wheat, besides bampering them in later trading; 
and probably they would look upon the under- 
taking as too hazardous and too full of new com- 
plications to be worth an attempt to carry the 
deal through to the end. I think many in the
